Mozart Works Banned 

BERLIN (JTA) — The Kultur- 
bund, Jewish cultural group organ- 
ized under the aegis of the Nazis, 
was suddenly notified that it would 
not be permitted to produce Mo- 
zart’s operetta “Cosi Fantutte.” 
Reason for the action was ascribed 
by the Nazi department for “non- 
Aryan” culture to the fact that 
Mozart was an “Aryan” and hence 
Jews should not be permitted to 
produce his works. 


The prohibiton was decreed on 
the eve of the operetta’s premiere, 
despite the fact that Hang Hinkel, 
director of “non-Aryan” culture 
had given his aproval of the pro- 
gram before rehearsals started. 


Shushan Quits

BOSTON (Spl.)—The anti-Sem- 
itic campaign of the American Na- 
tionalist Party assumed ‘national 
proportions when Wellesley, Lex- 
ington, Concord, and Winchester, 
all towns near here, and many 
other New England cities reported 
housé-to-house distribution of scur- 
rilous proclamations urging read- 
ers to “Buy Gentile, Employ Gen- 
tile, Vote Gentile.” 

Jewish leaders here believe the 
New England campaign was 
launched simultaneously with the 
Pacific Coast drive reported last 
week. 

In appearance like diplomas, 
the circulars are printed in two 
colors on legal size document, in- 
tended to add authenticity to the 
message. 

Believe 50,000 Distributed 

It is believed 50,000 copies of 
the circulars were distributed in 
New England alone. 

The pamphlet reads in part: 

“Now, whereas the Jews as a 
race in America have been accord- 
ed far greater courtesy, privilege 
and protection in the enjoyment 
of our Liberties and Equality of 
Opportunity than they have en- 
joyed in any other country; and 
under our liberal Constitutional 
Suarantees these same Jews have 
had the brazen effrontery, under 
the cry of ‘personal liberty,’ to 
abuse that courtesy and that pro. 
tection more grievously than un- 
der any other flag, as is shown in 
the following particulars, to-wit: 

“Their cut-throat competition is 
destructive of all ‘fair practice’ 
and the American principle of 
‘live-and-let-live’ in the trade 
world. By imitations, substitu- 
tions, and shoddy they endeavor to 
run all competitors out of busi- 
ness. 

“Through a general reputation 
for sharp practices, low cunning, 
insurance frauds and dishonest 
bankruptcy proceedings, they have 
promoted a widespread contempt 
for the ordinary virtues of honor 
and honesty in business. 

“They have through a long con- 
tinued uniformity of racial con- 
duct evidenced a positive con- 
tempt for every element of our 
Christian morality and common 
decency: 

“By a distinctly racial program 
calling, wherever possible, for the 
seduction of a Shikse (any Gentile 
girl, young or unprotected; and to 
whom as a class they have applied 
that most opprobious, significant, 
and insulting epithet of ‘chicken.’ 

. Small Children Perverted 

“By lewd and lascivious acts di- 
rectly intended to introduce vice 
and perversions into the lives of 
small children. 

“As an unseemly but truly racial 
characteristic, their’ great greed 
for money led them, in their haste 
to make all possible profit even 
from tragedy and death to hustle 
out the films of the late Rudolph 
Valentino, Marie Dressler and Will 
Rogers before the bodies of these 
famous artists were fairly cold in 
death. 

“Now therefore it is proclaimed,

Censors Of 


NEW YORK (Spl.)—A declara- 
toin that they saw ‘no valid rea- 

n for the action” was made pub- 
oaby the editors of The March of 
Time newsreel following censor- 
ship of the scenes in which Nazis 
were shown attacking Jews by the 
Ohio Board of Censors and the 
Chicago censor. 

The parts censored were the 
same in each case. 

In Cleveland, E. L. Bowsher, 
state director of education, took 
the responsibility today for the de- 
letion of the scenes, Mr. Bowsher 
said that he had seen the film be- 
fore its general release and de- 
clared that the censorship was im- 
posed because the scenes depicting 
Nazi atacks on Jews were “grue- 
some and might stir up bitter class 
feeling between Germans and Jews 
in Ohio.” 

Meanwhile in Ohio, prominent 
clergymen and liberals and rabbis 
criticized the action of the State 
Board of Censors. 

The parts censored were scenes 
of Nazi storm Troopers raiding 
stores operated by Jews and burn- 
ing books by Jewish authors. The

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Charity, Like Courtesy And Judaism 
Is Foreign To New York 


‘ Since charity is a cardinal precept of Jewish religion, absence 
of charity is a clear indication of lack of Judaism. 


Consequently the failure of New York’s 2,000,000 Jews to sup- 
port even by so much as half, the Jewish charitable institutions 
of that city, must be iuterpreted as convincing evidence of the 
gradual disappearance of Judaism from New York. 


The Federation for the Support of Jewish Philanthropic Soci- 
eties sought $4,008,000 to support its 91 affiliated charities. Two 
million New York Jews gave slightly more than 50 cents per 
capita. Under the effort of an intense drive $1,377,000 was raised. 
Now the Federation is completing organization for its campaign 
set for November 17 to raise the needed $2,636,000 deficit to con- 
tinue to feed, clothe, doctor and sustain the city’s Jewish poor, 
sick and needy. 


The disgraceful sum contributed by New York correlates with 
figures for synagogue membership. Out of every four adult Jews 
in America, only one is affiliated with a synagogue or temple. 
Since communities smaller than New York boast synagogue 
membership in many cases as high as eighty per cent, the real 
figures for New York must be considerably lower than even one 
out of five or six. 


If from seventy-five to ninety per cent of adult Jews in New 
York ignore Judaism, then the probabilities are that they ignore 
‘charity. With the result that undeniably worthy charitable cam- 
paigns such as the annual Federation drive must contend with 
not a 25 per cent or a 50 per cent cut in their budget but a 66 


per cent cut. In terms of human misery these facts are incalcul- 
able. 


If then the broad solution for the charity problem lies in a 
return to active Judaism, the attack must be along a broad 
front. Answers to a poll conducted by the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations indicate clearly a desire for the return to 
the pageantry and unquestioning faith of orthodoxy. Perhaps 
this, with its corrolary of better education for Jewish youth, will 
be the eventual solution. 


In the Stuyvesant High School in New York last Sunday, 521 
gold, silver and bronze medals were awarded honor pupils in the 
city’s Jewish religious schools before a packed audience. Drive 
leaders realize that these students and their less able school- 


mates will after adulthood be much more likely to contribute and 
contribute liberally to charity. 


Lawrence Marx, leader of the drive, described the present 
financial situation of the Federation as “precarious.” His choice 
of word is almost euphemistic. Eat only one meal of three a 
day and you will sense as poignantly as your stomach muscles 
can ache what it means to subsist on a 33 per cent fare. Then 
transmit this gnawing pain to the unremitting misery and de- 
spondence of those whose stomachs and needs and ills suffer 
because charity like courtesy and Judaism is a lost attribute to 
New York and you have a partial comprehension of the problem

On Novemebr 5 the voters of 
Kentucky will go to the polls to 
make a decision on one of the 
most important questions that has 
confronted them in recent years, 
The question is adoption or rejec- 
tion of Constitutional Amendment 
No. 1, adoption of which will pave 
the way for effective regulation 
and control of the liquor industry 
in Kentucky. 

The state is in a situation today 
which is all] but intolerable. Here 
are the facts in the case: prior to 
1933, Kentucky was dry under 
both the Eighteenth Amendment 
to the Federal Constitution and 
a State Constitutional Prohibition 
Amendment. In 1933, national re- 
pealof the Eighteenth Amendment 
legalized the distilling industry 
only so far as the Federal Govern- 
ment is concerned, The state was 
left with State Prohibition laws 
which, under our State Constitu- 
tion, could not be repealed until 
the election in November, 1935, 
Pending the election the State 
Legislature in 1934 passed an act 
known as the Liquor Control Act 
which now permits (as an emer- 
gency measure) the sale of alco- 
holic beverages, 

The Prohibition Amendment will 
remain as a permanent part of our 
State Constitution, unless it ig re- 
pealed by the voters on November 
5. 

A vote for Repeal (“Yes” for 
Amendment No. 1) is simply a 
vote to put an end to Constitution. 
al Prohibition in Kentucky (as 
was done nationally by repeal of 
hte Eighteenth Amendment) and 
to replace it with a system under 
which each county, city, town or 
precinct may decide for itself 
whether or not alcoholic bever- 
ages may be sold therein. 

Under present conditions, indi- 
vidual localities do not have the 
privilege of deciding for them- 
selves whether or not alcoholic 
beverages shall be sold within 
their borders, because the right of 
“local option” was taken away 
by the State Prohibition Amena. 
ment, which is still a part of the 
Constitution, and which would be 
repealed by adoption of Amend- 
ment No. 1. 

Adoption of Amendment No. 1 
will not only clarify the present 
muddled situation regarding con- 
trol of the liquor industry—it goes 
farther than that.
